DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 5 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claim 5, the prior art does not disclose an imaging apparatus with the 
combination of limitations specified in the claimed invention, specifically the limitations of: 

an iris disposed between said second fixed lens group and said focus lens group 
for adjusting an amount of light passing on said optical axis; a solid-state image sensor 
disposed at a backside portion on the optical axis of said lens barrel for receiving light 
passed by said iris, and an electro-chromic infrared adjuster provided on said optical axis 
and interposed between said iris and said focus lens group, said electro-chromic infrared 
adjuster having a transmittance to infrared wavelengths electrically controlled to adjust 
an amount of infrared electromagnetic wave to be transmitted therethrough to said image 
sensor, as stated in claim 5.
